With our present foreign policy 
‘and our need to increase the st- 
premacy of the U. S. militaty, 
this could be extremely important 
to the state of Maine. The naval 
power is of vital intérest in our 
attempt. to increase our military. 
The increase in defense spending

These are all issues that merit a 
eareful review by a Board com- 
mittee before Board action is taken 
or District money is expended. In- 
deed, with scarce revenues for the 
school a reality in the foreseeable 
future, the Board and the admin- 
istration. will be faced with in- 
creasingly difficult decisions re- 
garding the composition of the 
district’s curriculum, making the 
creation of an Education: Commit- 
tee especially important.
